Fished Out of the Potomac an Utter 
Wreck—After Months of Effort 
the Prefessor Finds That 
He Has Wasted His 
Labor. 


Wide Water, Va., October 7.—The 66- 
foot steel-built flying machine, the cli- 
max of years of exhaustive study in the 
efforts of Profesor Samue] P. Langiey, 
Secretary of the Smithsonian institution, 


' to solve the problem of mechanical] flizht 


in mid-air, was launched today, and the 
experiment, carefully planned and delay- 
ed for months, proved a complete failure. 

The tmmense,airship sped rapidly along 
its 70-foot track, was carried by its own 
momentum for 100 yards and then fell 
gradually into the Potomac river, whence 
she emerged a total wreck, 

Professor Charles M. Manley, who has 
been Professor Langley’s chief assistant 
In the work preliminary to the attempted 
flight, made the ascent in the aerodrome 
and escaped with a ducking. At no time 
Was there any semblance of fiight, the 
initial momentum, the lightpess of the 
machine and the sustaining surface of the 
Wings furnishing the conditions which 
account for the hundred yard transit of 
the air bird from the 60-foot elevation to 
the water. An official statement made 
after the trial admitted that the experi- 
ment was unsuccessful, but asserted con- 
fidence in the ultimate success of the in- 
vention. 

The launching took place at 12:15 
o'clock this afternajn from the super- 
Structure of the hwise boat moored in 
the Potomac river,2 miles from this 
place. Secretary Langley did not wit- 
ness the failure of his’ machine today, 
but remained in Washington, where he 
awaited the result.

London, October 7.—Continuing his 
fiscal campaign, Mr. Chamberlain tonight 
addressed a meeting of 4,000 persons in 
the town hall of Greenock, a seaport of 
the Clyde, 22 miles from Glasgow. He 
spoke for one hour and a quarter, and 


dealt particularly with the question of 
retaliation and reciprocity. Mr. Cham- 
berlain asked why all protective nations 
prospered more than the United King- 
dom. If the Cobdenites could satisfac- 
torily answer, he would ask to be allowed 
to hide his diminished head. His occupa- 
tion would be gone. 

Mr. Chamberlain referred to the 
cnormous output of the United States 
Steel Corporation works and the dimin- 
ishing home demand in the United States 
for steel, owing to the financia] diffi- 
culties, reduction in railway construction, 
etc. He quoted from an American paper 
an interview with a director of the steel 
corporation on the falling demand, in 
which the director declared they 
had no intention of diminishing the out- 
put and throwing out of employment 
thousands of American workmen. _In- 
stead they would invade foreign markets. 

Mr. Chamberlain contended that this 
steel would be sent to Great Britain, the 
only free market, and said: 

“I warn you that within two or three 
years you will have dumped here /0,- 
000,000 tons of American tron and thou- 
sands of British workmen wil] lack em- 
pioyment for the sole benefit of American 
manufacturers and workmen. I “*sympa- 
thize with American workmen, but, after 
all, I belong to England, and am not 
cosmopolitan enough to see the happi- 
ness and prosperity of American work- 
men secured by the starvation and 
misery of the British.” 

Concluding his general restatement, the 
speaker said that agriculture in Great 
Britain was practically destroyed, the 
sugar trade was gone, the silk trade 
was gone, the fron and wool industries 
were threatened. and the same fate would 
come to the cotton trade.

revealed in the act chartering the com- 
epany and in the various opinions of the 
Supreme court bearing up that charter. 
He cannot say when he will complete 
his reply to the paper submitted by Ma- 
jor Cumming as general counsel for the 
company, nor will he give any intima- 
tion of the character of that reply in ad- 
vance of its completion. That the ques- 
tion of the company’s liability to fran- 
chise taxation must be passed upon by 
the courts is taken for granted at the 
capitol, and any such suit will attract 
widespread attention because of the deli- 
cate and peculiar questions involved. 

The ac® chartering the company, pass- 
-ed in October, 1833, contains this pro- 
vision concerning taxation: 

“The stock of the said company and 
its branches shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion for and during a term of seven 
years from and after the completion of 
the said railroads or any one of them; 
and after that shall be subject to a tax 
not exceeding one-half percentum per 
annum on the net proceeds of thefr in- 
vestments.’’ ‘ 

The charter is perpetual. Just how 
much this special tax provisions means 
to the company fs shown by a compari- 
Son Of the amounts paid as taxes by the 
different railroads last vear 

The Georgia paid $2,118 in lieu of all 
other taxation on its main line property, 
this being one-half percentum on its net 
income, 

While the Georgia paid this small sum 
as taxes upon its main line, it paid $3,557 
on the branch from Camak to Macon, 
which does not come under the exemption 
provision. The Georgia main line, with 
the exempted branches, has a mileage of 
229 miles. 

The Atlanta and West Point, with 87 
miles, paid $9,583 in taxes 

The Southern, with 917 miles, paid $54,- 
874. 

a Seaboard, with 690 miles, paid $37,- 
927. 

The Central of Georgia, with 1,047 
miles, not including that portion of the 
System which enjoys ex@mption, paid 
$62,889 

The Savannah, Florida and Western, 
now part of the Atlantic Coast Line, 
$41,767. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida, with 
mileage of 170, paid $11,097. 

An interesting table showing the rela- 
tive valuations upon which the differ- 
ent large railroad systems will pay taxes 
has been prepared. Keen interest in the 
operations of the new law is felt by the 
members of the legislature and these 
comparisons have been prepared for one 
of the most prominent supporters of the 
franchise law. 

The only large road which has not yet 
passed through the arbitration stage, ex- 
cepting, of course, the state’s rdad and 
the Georgia, is the Atlanta and West 
Point. It is expected that the arbitra- 
tion of that property will be had on Sat- 
urday. The table referred to shows the 
valuation per mile of the franchises of 
tho different roads, computed by taking 
the total valuation as fixed by the um- 
pires and reducing that to a mileage 
basis; and also the valuation per mile of 
each road’s total property, tangible and 
franchise together.

The prosecution took up all the mofrn- 
ing and some of the afternoon with the 
evidence of Dr... L. P. Hammond. Dr. 
Hammond was the attending surgeon 
when Thedford died, as well as a witness 
the shooting. By him it was shown 
that Thedford was not on the car when 
shot and that Re was shot in the back 
while begging Potts not to kill him. 

On cross-examination it was shown that 
Thedfori was in disguise with his face 
blackened and his long, 
tied back behind his ears.

It was after this that Potts 
began to get the letters threatening his 
These letters, which Potts alleges

situation. Thedford denied writing them, 
but the defense wi] have several writ- 
ing experts to testify about this point. 

The defense will attempt to show that 
Potts and his wife were both Outraged 
at Thedford’s persistent attentions after 
Mrs. Potts’ marriage, but every peaceful! 
means to stop them was resorted to be- 
fore actual violence. They wil] claim that 
Theeford resented this treatment and, 
besides Openly threatening Potts, also 
wrote him the letters in question. They 
wiil attempt to show that Thedford was 
in disguise as a negro just before the 
shooting and was in such disguise, and 
apparently approaching Potts, when shot 
end killed. The testimony of Mr. Fowler 
this afternoon showed that Thedford was 
seen standing near the car track, along 
which Potts passed, a few nights before 
the shooting in this same disguise, 

Thedford’s Dying Statement. 

So far it appears that the defense has 
a very strong case, but there are well deé- 
fined reasons to believe that the state's 
attorneys have some most sensationai 
evidence in rebuttal. It is stated that 
Thed@Pord’s dying statement and some Ict- 
ters alleged to have been written by 
Potts to Thedford, which, if the story is 
true, will create a big stir and may 
chenge the espect of things considerably. 

Brilliant cCunsel represent both sides, 
the state’s iawyers being -Hon. Mose 
Wright, Hon. Frank Copeland and Hon. 
W. J. Neel. The defense, Denny & Har- 
ris and George Harris & Son. The court 
heuse is crowded with people interested 
in the sensational details of the trial. 
Potts is attended by his wife, brother, 
mother and father. Mrs. Thedford and 
her children are sitting with state’s at- 
porneys. 

Thedford was shot by young Potts 
in the latter part of Afigust, the killing 
creating a tremendous sensation through- 
cut the union, where Thedford is known 
through his patent medicine. 

Thedford employed Mrs. Potts before 
her marriage in his medicine packing de- 
partment and after her marriage he still 
caked at her home. To this she and her 
husband objected and about that time 
Potts’ life was threatened through sev- 
eral anonymous lettefs. Hot words fol- 
lowed between Potts and Thedford, and 
finally they met at the end of the car 
line one night about midnight and Potts 
shot Thedford who was disguised as a ne- 
gro. After the shooting and before he 
died Thedford deciared that he intended 
Potts no harm, but was going about in 
Gisguise to find out what threats Potts 
had made. 

The entire story is most sensational 
and some points are somewhat obscure, if 
not mysterious. 

The general opinion is that a verdict of 
‘not guilty’ will be found.

Gonzales in the street and, asked by coun- 
sel to detail the’conversation, said, among 
other things, that he asked Mr. Gonzales 
if he did not “think it about time to let 
upon old Jim.”

Tne witness further stated:

N. B. Cheshire, a printer on an Ander- 
sen, S. C., newspaper, was asked to stale 
what he told Me.

The jury was sent out 
when the witness said: 

“I told him a representative of The 
State (newspaper), told me that Gonzales 
carried a gun for him and that he hai 
better not jump on him with a stick, for 
if he did he would get h— shot out of 
him.” 

After a lengthy argument by counsel, 
extending beyond dinner recess, the court 
ruled that the testimony was competent 
when the witness made the statement be- 
fore the jury. : 

The representative of The State referred 
to, he said, was Mr” Geer, subscription 
solicitor for the paper, and said the con- 
versation with Mr. Geer occurred on a 
train between Newberry and Anderson. 
The witness was in Colonel Tillman's reg- 
iment, and on cross-examination said he 
paid particular attention to the state- 
ment, as he wanted to tell Mr. Tillman 
what was said. He said when he told 
the defendant that he looked as if it 
hurt him and that he made no reply. 

The witness detailed the conversation 
which led up to what he stated was said 
Mr. Geer and which he said began 
with an inquiry as to wether the “‘sol- 
dier boys’ were going to support Mr. 
Tillman, 

Henry S. Head, of Augusta, Ga., said 
he was in Columbia one year ago this 
month and that he was around with Mr. 
Tillman and that after parting with him 
and while in company with H. B. Simms; 
a man who did not know, but whom he 
was subsequently told was N. G. Gon- 
zales, met them and that Mr, Gonzales 
asked him if he was the man who was 
out riding with Mr. Tillman. “I told 
him I was,” witness said, adding: 

“He asked me where he was at. 1 
told him [I left him standing at the trans- 
fer station.” 

H. B. Simms, of Graniteville, gave sim- 
ilar testimony. 

R. 8S. Anderson, of Edgefield, an em- 
ployee of the United States senate, after 
stating that he was in Edgefield during 
the summer of 1902, denied that he had 
held any conversation with Mr. Tillman 
in a livery stable in Edgefield in which 
the expression “Get at him” was used 
or that he had engaged in any conversa- 
tion with Mr. Tillman regarding Mr. Gon- 
zales as testified to in this trial. 

James Davis, the last witness called, 
had but begun on his testimony when 
Judge Gary ordered an adjournment that 
the sick juror might not be overtaxed.

Korea, of course, would be 
drawn into such a maeistrom—and 
the outcome of the intérnational me- 
lee is absolutely unpredictable. 

Could Uncle Sam keep out of it? 
The United States has interests in the 
east—the safety of the Philippines 
and the right of open door traffic with 
Chinese ports——and only a guaranty of 
these by all the powers involved could 
operate to keep us from taking a hand 
in the fracas. We are a world power 
now and must live up to our part 
whenever our interests are at stake. 
But today’s event will give light as to 
the future. _

THE MONROE DOCTRINE 
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Editor Constitution: In his communi- 
cation in The Constitution of last Satur- 
day Mr. Watson seems to think I ought 
to have written him privately asking for 
his authority for those statements, in- 
stead of bringing the matter before the 
public. 

The presumption is that Mr. Watson's 
history was intended to be read by the 
public. And if so read, then to challenge 
vublic comment and critfcism. Hence 
my short article in The Constitution of 
September 30, of which he complains. 

The points at issue between Mr. Wat- 
son and myself, it may be remembered, 
are purely historical. They relate to 
the so-calleq “holy alliance’ of 1815-22, 
and to the authorship of what is known 
as the “Monroe doctrine.’’ He had al- 
leged that the object of the holy alliance 
was to eestore the South American repub- 
lics to their Spanish allegiance; and he 
stated this in such a way as to Justify 
the inference that that was its sole ob- 
ject. In connection therewith he also 
asserted that Jefferson's letter of October 
24, 1823, addressed to President Monroe, 
was “the first full and explicit setting 
forth of the Monroe doctrine.” 

I pointed out, as delicately and cour- 
teously as I could, that with respect to 
the purposes of the holy alliance h!s as- 
sertion was less than half true; that its 
real object, as partially disclosed as early 
as 1821, and as made manifest at the 
Verona conference of 1822, was four- 
fold; that its primary object was the 
conservation of existing European dynas- 
ties; thaf its secondary object was the 
conquest of the South American repub- 
lics; that its third object was the partition 
of the larger portion of those countries 
among the allied powers, the remainder 
to be restored to Spain; and that its 
fourth and ultimate object was the ex- 
tension of European power, political 
methods and “spheres of influence” on 
the American continents. I am glad to 
observe that Mr. Watson has adroitly 
amended his original statement so as to 
include all these points and, that on that 
score there is therefore no longer any 
issue between us. 

But he is less complacent in his con- 
tention about’the authorship of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. Having asserted that “ths 
horse is 16 feet high,” he seems to feel 
under obligation to “stick to it.” And 
from this I am obliged to dissent; and 
at the risk of again offending his morbid 
sensibilities (though quite unintention- 
ally) I must be permitted to reassert that 
Mr. Jefferson, s0 far from being the first 
to give expression to the Monroe doc- 
trine, had nothing whatever to do with 
its origin or with its first formal promul- 
gation. 

And now for the proof! Perhaps it 
will simplify matters if we begin by de- 
fining just what we mean by the Monroe 
doctrine. Stripped of all superfluous ver- 
biage and diplomatic euphonies, it may 
be condensed into three very short sen- 
tences, to-wit: 

1. No participation by the United States 
in the political broils of Europe, and no 
interposition by Europe in the political 
affairs of the American republics. 

2. No more European colonies on these 
continents, but those already established 
not to be interfered with. 

3. No extension of European political 
Systems on any part of this hemisphere. 

That is essentially all there is of it. 
Now let us see how it originated. 

From the véry foundation of the gov- 
ernment there had been a settled convic- 
tion in the public mind that It would be 
Impolitic and hazardous for us to inter- 
meddle in European politicaj broiis. And 
the opinion was-even more general that 
it would very seriously menace our peace 
and safety as a free people to permit 
European dynasties to obtain any’ new 
foothold or to in any way extend. their 
spheres of political influence on this 
hemisphere. The only division of senti- 
ment on these points grew out of the 
Genet episode of 1793. Genet was the 
French ambassador to the United States. 
He sought to bring about an alliance of 
this country with France against 
England. He was able, adroit, 
bold and unscrupulous. Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, fell into 
the snares of the wily French- 
man, and for a while he and his political 
followers favored the proposed alliance. 
Washington firmly and steadfastly op- 
posed it. Very soon, however, Jefferson 
got his eyes open to the dangers of his 
position and beat a hasty retreat, carry- 
ing his partisans with him. In the mean- 
time Washington had issued his cele- 
brated neutrality proclamation of April 
22, 1793. 

His memorable farewell address of Sep- 
tember, !796, was the next official utter- 
ance on the subject. It will be found 
in jwolume I, pages 69 to 78, of the 
“Statesman’s Manuel,’ printed in 1853. 
He therein warned us to “have as little 
political connection with European na- 
tions as possible;’’ that “‘Huropean na- 
tions have a set of primary interests 
which have no relation to us as a free 
people;” that “the causes of their fre- 
quent yuarrels are essentially foreign to 
our concerns; that we should “hold our- 
selves aloof,” and “avoid complicating 
ourselves, by artificial ties, in the vicissi- 
tudes of their politics;’’ that “our de- 
tached and distant situation,’’ with the 
Atlantic ocean between them and us, 
would “enable us to do this; that bellig- 
erent nations, ‘‘realizing the impossibility 
of making conquests upon us,” #oula 
‘not lightly hazard giving us provoca- 
tion;’’ and that we would thus be ‘free 
to choose peace or war as our own inter- 
ests, guided by justice, might direct or 
counsel.” 

And yet Mr. Swift, of the Columbus 
bar, wha comes to Mr. Watson’s aid in 
this controversy, tells us that Washing- 
ton’s address contains no germs of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

The revolt of the South American co!- 
onies against the authority of Spain be- 
gan July 5, 1812, and had a successful 
termination March 8, 1822, when Presi- 
dent Monroe formally recognized their in- 
dependence. This was done over fhe pro- 
test of the Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton, a defiance Of veiled threats by the 
Spanish cortez, at a time when the holy 
alliance was at the zenith of its power, 
and nearly a year and a haif before any 
other power bad acknowledged their in- 
dependence. 

And yet President Monroe was abused 
for not taking the initiative sooner. Con- 
gress and public sentiment were far in 
advance of him. As early as February, 
1621, Henry Clay, by his matchless elo- 
quence and indomitabie wiil succeeded 
in passing through congress 4 series of 
resolutions recommending the recogni- 
tion of the independence of those coun- 
tries; and it was in one of his marvel- 
ous speeches in support of those resolu- 
ticns that he bodily threw down the 
gauntlet to the allied powers of Europe 
and gave us the memorable words, 
“america for Americans.”

NEW PAVEMENT 


Commissioners Wil Experiment 
vith Bitulithic Paving 


Material Proves Satisfactory, 
Plant May Be Purchased—Ros- 
well Electric Road Desires 
To Haul Freight—Clerk 
Wood Reelected.

The board of county commissioners, at 
its regular monthly session yesterday, de- 
termined to experiment with a new kind 
of paving, which may be adopted for use 
on the county roads if it proves satis- 
factory. 

This new material is known as bituml- 
nous macadam or bitulithic paving, and 
is manufactured by Warren Bros., of 
New York and Boston. It is said to be 
the strongest rival of asphalt and is 
recommended as a very fine paving. 

The material is prepared on the ground 
by specially arranged portable plants, 
and the commissioners decided to rent 
one of these plants for the experiment 
Ii was also agreed that the experiment 
should be made on Piedmont avenue, be- 
tween Sixth street, the city limits, and 
Fourteenth street, at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing Club. 

Should the paving prove acceptable and 
the county desire to adopt it, it is prob- 
able that a plant will be purchased. It 
is understood that such a plant can be 
bought and set up in Atlanta for the 
Sum of $10,000, Under the temporary 
arrangements made yesterday, the coun- 


| ty is to rent a plant at a price of $30 per 


day, and is to employ an expert from fhe 
company to Operate the plant at a salary 
Of $5 per day, both of these expenses to 
be exclusive of the cost of the paving. 
This, it is thought, will be avout 65 cents 
per yard. It is believed that the Pied- 
mont avenue paving will require only 
about fifteen days,

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Judge Lumpkin Refuses Ic 
Appoint Former Justica 


Grand Jury Requested To Make An- 
other Recommendation, as the 
Petition of Judge Walter 
Venable Is Also 
Dismissed. 


Juége J. H. Lumpkin, of the superior 
ccurt, yesterday declined to appoint 
Jvdge J. N. Bateman as notary public 
and ex-officio justice of the peace for the 
L234th district, Judge Bateman having 
been recommended for the office by the 
grand jury on September 1/4, last. 

Judge Lumpkin also dismissed the peti- 
tion of Judge Walter Venable, the 
ipvcumbent, who asked that he be re- 
tained in office on the ground that his 
resignation, presented to and accepted 
by Governor Tertel] recently, was irreg- 
ular. Under the decision of Judge Lump- 
kin, the office of justice of the peace is 
now vacant and after rendering the de- 
cision, the court requested the grand 
jury to submit another recommendation. 

Bateman Was Recommended. 

The contest for the office between 
Judges Bateman and Venable has 4at- 
tracted much atention and the outcome 


has been watched with considerable in- 
terest. Judge Bateman formerly held the 
office and was defeated by Judge Vena- 
ble at the last election before the grand 
jury, A short time ago the resignation of 
Judge Venable was tendered to Governor 
Terrell and was accepted by the chief 
executive. Judge Bateman then again 
became a candidate for the office and 
vas recommended by the grand jury. The 
appointment is made by the judge of the 
superior court and in most cases on the 
recommendation of the grand jury. 

After action had been taken by the 
grand jury, Judge Venable filed a peti- 
tion in the superior court, by which he 
endeavored to set his resignation aside 
and still hold the office. He alleged that 
the resignation was irregular, in that he 
tendered it to the governor, when, in- 
stead, it should have been presented to 
the judge of the superior court and the 
gtand jury. 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday signed an of- 
der dismissing the Venable petition, after 
which he requested the presence of the 
grard jury in the superior court room, 
The grand jury was in session at the 
time and a few minutes later came into 
the court room. 

Judge Lumpkin’s Remarks. 

Judge Lumpkin, addressing the jurors, 
then acquainted them with the reasons 
for the rejection of their recommenda- 


tion. He said: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: On 
September |4 last you sent to me a rec- 
ommendation of Mr. J. N. Bateman for 
appointment to the position of notary 
Dubie and ex-officio justice of the peace 
for the 1234th district, Georgia militia, 
of this county. Mr. Walter L. Venable 
presented to me a petition or application 
claiming that his resignation was Not 
legal, and that he was stil] in office, and 
that there was no vacancy to fill. That 
petition was under review and no action 
on the recommendation has been taken 
by the court pending it. Mr. Venable's 
petition has now been dismissed by me 
and the matter of appointment is now 
ready for action by the presiding judge. 
Whether or not Mr. Venable may desire 
to take any other legal action makes no 
difference. So far as your recommenda- 
tion is concerned, his said claim is not 
for your consideration. The matter of 
action upon the recommendation of Mr. 
Bateman is therefore now before the pre- 
siding judge. 

‘CYrcumstances, In my opinion, render 
it necessary not to appoint him, but to re 
turn this recommendation to you. I do 
not express any harsh or unkind judg- 
ment in regard to Mr. Bateman, nor have 
I any desire in any way to reflect upon 
him: neither is my action in the slightest 
degree any criticism upon the grand jury, 
or so intended. The circumstances under 
which I act are doubtless different from 
those which were before you when you 
acted. 

“The office of a judge of any court Is 
an important and sacred trust; and the 
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judge of the superior court must do his 
duty as he sees jt and act for what he be- 
lieves to be the public good. 
first consideration and must outrank any 
private desire. I regret that I feel it to 
be my duty to return to you the recom- 
mendation made and to ask you to rec- 
omend another person. Consider this

Judge Bateman’s Position. 
Judge Bateman stated that he proposes 
to carry the case to the supreme court 
if there is any way in which he can get 
the question before that tribunal.

Judge Venable says that he intends to 
hold the office until ousted by law. He 
states that his petition was dismissed 
without consideration as to its rea] worth

Annex Will Be Asked for by 
Soldiers’ Home Trustees, 


Many of the Inmates of the Home 
Are in Need of Careful Medical 
Attention, Which the Insti- 
tution at Present Can- 
not Furnish. 


The board of trustees of the Soldiers’ 
home will ask the next legislature to 
appropriate a sum sufficient to ereft and 
equip an additional cottage to be used for 
the purpose of a hospital for the inmates 
of the home who are too ill to be cared 
for in the present quarters. 

This action was decided upon at a 
meeting of the trustees held at the home 
yesterday morning at |! o'clock, at which 
were present H. W. Bell, president of the 
board; John Triplett, of Thomasville; 
John H. Martin, of Hawkinsville; R. <A. 
S. Freeman, of West Point: Charles M. 
Wiley, of Macon; E. H. Thornton, of At- 
lanta; Charles D. Phillips, of Marietta; 
Amos Fox, of Atlanta, and W. H. Har- 
rison, secretary, 

This was the regular quarterly megting, 
and reports from all the officers. of the 
institution were made. The genera] con- 
dition of the home was announced to be 
very satisfactory indeed, and the inmates 
in good shape. There has been less sick- 
ness within the past three months than 
during any previous quarter since the 
home’s establishment. There are at 
present fifteen old soldiers suffering with 
some form of paralysis, and of these 
Seven are bedridden and helpless. It is 
for such as these latter that the hospital 
is badly needed. There are no adequate 
facilities at the home for the treatment 
of serious cases, and the trustees de- 
sire that provision be made by the state 
to take charge of these patients where 
they can be properly attended to. 

A Place of Refuge. 

There are now I10 soldiers in the home, 

and two were sent out yesterday. They 


are coming more and more to look to | 


this institution as a place of refuge, and 
the number of those seeking admission ts 
constantly increasing. Out of the total 
number of inmates there were two deaths 
during the past quarter, 8.

diers have been procured and will be here 
in a few days. All this has been done 
within the appropriation, leaving the fund 
for the next quarter untouched, 

The report of the treasurer shows that 
there is a balance on hand of $1,823.45, 
out of which to pay the September ac- 
counts and a fund in the treasury 
amounting to $3,750 to the credit of the 
home, 

The cloth for the uniforms was bought 


at Roswell and made by Nunnally Broth- 


ers, Of Atlanta, and all the supplies for 
the home were bought in the state, Plenty 
of underwear and so forth has been sup- 
plied the veterans. 

Another nurse will be added at once to 
look after the disabled and helpless in- 
mates. He will be a white man, and 
will be required to stay on duty all night 
and attend to every want of the soldiers. 
There are already two negro men on this 
work. 

The trustees state that the condition 
of the home is splendid, with the ex- 
ception of the great need of the hospital. 
There will be a strong effort made be- 
fore the coming legislature to have this 
oversight remedied, as it is a pressing 
need. The patients do not get along well 
where they are crowded into the same 
room, and in addition it is a bad prac- 
tice, they say, to confine patients suffer- 
ing with diseases like fever in the same 
room with others who are afflicted with 
different complaints. They expect to ex- 
perience little difficulty in getting the 
necessary appropriation to build the hos- 


pital.

DECOY LETTER 
LEAD TO ARREST 


Eugene Shepard, Colored, 
in Clutches of the 
Law. 


The grand jury of the United States 
court found a true bill against Eugene 
Shepard, colored, yesterday. He was 
charged with stealing a decoy letter pre- 
pared by Postoffice Inspector R. E. Barry. 

The arrest of Shepard, which was made 
about two months ago, was accomplished 
after a great deal of exertion. He had 
been on the force about twelve or four- 
teen years, and his conduct all during 
this period had been apparently ex- 
emplary. However, a great many com- 
plaints came from the business houses on 
his route concerning lost letters, and on 
this account the suspicion of the post- 
office inspector was directed to this car- 
rier. His route was one of the most im- 
portant in town, including a part of 
Peachtree, and taking in most of the 
big hotels in the city. For a long time 
he was wary, and all attempts to catch 
him by decoy letters proved unavailing. 
It is estimated that one hundred decov 
letters were sent before he fell into the 


snare. 

Five letters were sent to Atlanta from 
cifferent points all addressed to Milton 
Bradley & Co., and in all those letters 
marked money was placed. The letters 
were given to the mail carrier and he de- 
livered four of them to the company, 
keeping tre fifth, When he came back 40 
the postoffice he was searched by the in- 
spector and the @Barked quarter was 
found on him.

Constitution of the Retail Druggists

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WILSON DENIES 
OPENING LETTER 


Postmaster of Egan, Ga, 
Bound Over to Circuit 
Court. 


C. M. Wilson, postmaster of Egan, Ga. 
was given a preliminary hearing before 
United States Commissioner Colquitt, on 
the charge of delaying, detaining and 
opening letters. The charge was admitted 
by the defendant, who was bound over to 
the United States circuit court in the 
bond of $750. 

The arrest resulted from the loss of a@ 
registered letter. The letter was sent to 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., of Chicago, con- 
taining an order for goods and $13, by W. 
D. Hearn, of Egan. After waiting for 
some fifteen days for an answer, he sent 
another letter to the same company, ask- 
ingiabout the registered letter, and never 
received an answer. In the meantime he 
questioned the postmaster, who said that 
he had received a postal card from the 
postmaster at Chicago stating that the 
letter had been stolen In Chicago. Hearn 
was not satisfied with this explanation, 
and consulted with County Policeman 
Wright, who told htm to keep quiet. “Mr. 
Wright made inquiries, finally communt- 
cating with the postoffice authorities. 
Postoffi Inspector R. E. Barry and 
Officer ott were sent to the scene of 
operations. Two decoy letters were pre- 
pared, one to the postmaster of Chicage 
and the other to Sears, Roebuck & Co 
These letters were given to W. D. Hearn 
by the officers, and were mailed by him, 
Then the officers searched the mall bags 
of the train on which the letters should 
have been sent, and not finding them, 
went back to the postoffice and question- 
ed the postmaster, who claimed to have 
sent the letters. His office was searched 
and the letters found in his safe. 

Wilson denies that he took the money 
from the registered letter, but acknowl- 
edged that he did not mail the two decoy 
letters. claiming that he did not want 
them forwarded, and intended to hand 
them back to Hearn and pay him the lost 
$13. However, the fact that he detained 
the letters, and acknowledged it, was 
sufficient evidence, and the commissioner 
bound him over.

Mayor James M. Head, of Nashvilie, 
Tenn., spoke of “The Advantages of Mu- 
nicipal Construction Over the Contract 
System.’’ He said in part: 

“In undertaking to point out the ad- 
vantages of the municipal construction 
of all public works over the cOmmonly 
accepted practice of letting these works 
to the lowest responsible bidder, I am 
well aware that I am advocating a policy 
directly in conflict with the actual prac- 
tice of the great majority of American 
cities. I am also aware that. while the 
theory of municipal agp ote a nicl 

‘ontract system, Ss : 
seat 8 uaanewernnte, the 
actual results of its attempted 
application have not in every. in- 
stance sustained the correctness of the 
theory. But the failure and final over- 
throw of every republic which Is recorded 
in the history of the world did not deter 
our fllustrious ancestors from again at- 
tempting to found 4 government which 
derives ‘all its just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed,’ or rob them of the 
belief that a government can be success- 
fully maintained and operated In the in- 
terest of the whole people, and not for 
the benefit of a favored Tew. 

“when the proposition is finally ac- 
cepted that municipal governments are 
{incapable of doing every class of public 
work cheaper and better than-it can be 
done by letting the work to private con- 
tractors, then the failure of municipal 
government is conceded, and the inability 
of the people to govern themselves finally 
established. 

‘Municipal or private ownership of 
public utilities and municipal construc- 
tion, or the letting of public works by 
contract, is, in every instance, 4 question 
of expediency, dependent upon the pecu- 
Yar conditions which present themselves 
at the time the question is to be settled. 

“In other words. if the municipal or 
stale government is itself under the dom- 
ination and contro! of political bosses. 
and is not in fact as well das in name @ 
government of, for and by the people, 
then municipal ownership or municipal 
construction, if -ttempted, is foreordained 
to failure: but if the government is it- 
self in honest and fairly competent hands, 
it then beromes a question purely of ex- 
trancous conditions as to the advisability 
of undertaking the work. 

As to Public Utilities. 

“If water, gas and electricity are being 
supplied to-a city at a reasonable price. 
sufficient to pay a good dividend upon the 
actual cost of the plant afd no more, 
which is rarely, if ever, the case; and if 
the managers of these quasi-public cor- 
porations understand the relation which 
they sustain to the public and their duties 
thereto, which is even more seldom the 

ase; and if, when public improvements 
gre .0-De-inade and contracts let, there 
is, in fact as well as in name, competitive 
bidding, and not an agreement in ad- 

Vance among bidders to divide the public 
work to be done, which is usu@lly the 
case; then, under such conditions, there 
Is no necessity for public ownership of 
these utilities or municipal construction 
of public works. As none of these latter 
conditions exist, however, except in rare 
and exceptional cases, public ownership 
of all quasi-public corporations, and the 
municipal construction of all public im- 

provements, offers the only possible solu- 


in the enforcement of contracts to re- 
quire any elucidation. 

‘‘How many public ff rials can you find 
who are willing to bear the storm of 
newspaper criticism, and trumped up 
public indignation, in order to follow his 
own judgment and award the contract 
to a higher bidder, even if he has the 


leral rights to do 80? 
“The result is that the public work 


under ‘the lowest bidder’ rule must be let 
either to the ‘adventurer’ or the ‘crook,’ 
while ‘the taxpayer pays the freight.’ 

“To such an extent has this gone, and 
so well understood is it, that the honest 
contractor has little or no chance when 
it comes to bidding upon public work, 
that a man or firm known to be engaged 
in business of securing public contracts 
soon comes to be looked upon as little 
short of a criminal, and his methods of 
doing business regarded with suspicion 
by all classes of business men. 

“The contract system has done more 
to corrupt public officials and lower the 
standard of officia] integrity than any 
other one cause, save the granting of 
franchises to quasi-public corporations, 
which leaves all other inducements to of- 
ficial crookedness.”’ 

What Nashville Has Done. 

As a practical illustration of what can 
be and what has been done by a city 
which does al] of its public work in the 
way-of street sprinkling, cleaning and 
repairing, building new streets, lighting 
its streets, parks and all public build- 
ings, and furnishing its citizens with wa- 
ter, Mayor Head gave a summary of 
what has been accomplished by Nashville 
along these lines during the past twenty 
years. 

“In the face of such highiy satisfac- 
tory and practical results,"’ he said, “I 
Can see no good reason why every city 
Should not, just as fast as circumstances 
and conditions will permit, take charge 
of the building, cleaning and repairing 
of its streets and sewers, so essential to 
the preservation of the public health. And 
why should this not be followed by the 
municipatity furnishing to its citizens at 
the lowest price and upon the most sat- 
isfactory terms possible water, light, tel- 
ephone, telegraph and street car service? 
These utilities are now practical necessi- 
ties and natural monopolies in every wel 
regulated up-to-date city, and while I 
would not even suggest the effort to ac- 
quire all of these utilities at any one 
time, their gradual acquisition and ulti- 
mate control should be commended by 
every municipal organization which has 
the welfare of the public at heart. 

“Through a properly organized and well 
arranged system of municipal construc- 
tion, wherever it canbe used, all these 
results can ultimately be accomplished, 
the public welfare served and the munici- 
pal government improved. 

“The conflict between the contract sys- 
tem and the private ownership of puPflic 
utilities on the one side, and municipal 
construction and governmental ownership 
of all natural monopolies on the other, 
is irrepressible and must be fought to 
a finish, with but one result possible in 
the end—a complete vindication of the 
right, the duty and the ability of the peo- 
ple to govern themselves.”

The regular meeting of the aldermanic 
hoard wil] be held this afternoon at $3 
o’clock. The vatfous measures that were 
adopted by council during the session of 


last Monday pfternoon will be presented 
to the board for action.

During its session of vesterday After- 
noon the board of water commissioners 
made arrangements with the Seahoard 
Air Line by which that road wil! be al- 
lowed to tunnel under the 30-inch main 
on Chattahoochee avenue between the 
reservoir and the Chattahoochee station 
of the system. 

The principal consideration is that the 
Seaboard agrees to lay 700 feet of new 
30-inch mains for the purpose of allow- 
ing the flow of water from the river sta- 
tion to the reservoir to be uninterrupted. 
After the changes have heen made the 
water department is to he given the 700 
feet of mains by the railroad. 

It is the intention of the members of 
the board to allow the 700 feet to re- 
main underground as a neuclus for the 
proposed duplicate main between the 
reservoir and the Chattahoochee sta- 
tion. 

The other business that was disposed 
of by the commissioners was of a rou- 
tine nature. 

For the purpose of deciding whether 
the penalty of 10 per cent shall be im- 
posed upon tax defaultergs this year, coun 
cil’s tax committee, of which Mayor Pro 
Tem. LaHatte is chairman, will meet 
this morning at 9 o'clock. The, meeting 
was called at the request of the board 
of tax assessors, who have discovered 
that there wil be an unusual number of 
defaulters this year. 

The law requires 10 per cent to be ad- 
ded to the taxes of defaulters but the 
law has not been enforced during the 
past five or six years for the reason that 
council has made a custom of relieving 
defaulters of the penalty. If the tax 
committee decides this morning to im- 
pose the penalty, the assessors will act 
accordingly. 

An amusing statement was recently 
made by Tax Assessor J. L. Harrison, 
who was called before the special com- 
mittee on tax, of which Councilman Mar- 
tin F. Amorous is chairman, for the 
purpose of giving testimony. The tax 
assessor was speaking of the failure of 
many persons to give in for taxation all 
of their persona] property. 

“Some time ago,” he declared, “‘a cer- 
tain man of Atlanta came to our office 
for the purpose of giving in his property 
for taxation. We believed at the time 
that he was not giving us all that we 
were entitled to. He swore to his re- 
turns, however, and we were compelled 
to accept them. 

“The very next day he dropped dead 
and we then went over to the ordinary’s 
Office and secured $6,000 more for tax- 
ation than he had returned to us.” 

The tax assessor had stated this for 
the purpose of illustrating his point. 
Councilman Amorous pretended he mis- 
understood him. 

“Do you think that any man who gives 
in his false returns will drop dead?” he 
asked. : 

“If that were the case,” replied the as- 
sessor, ““‘we would have more funerals 
than the town could stand.” 

Councilman Amorous called attention to 
the fate of the man who failed to give 
him a correct statement af his personalty 
property with the hope that other citi- 
zens would profit by example.

Dublin, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)—Sev- 
eral gentlemen from Wilkinson county 
were in the city yesterday afternoon and 
told of a street fight which took place 
at Toombsboro Sunday night last, which 
was bloodless, at the same time excit- 
ing. Recently the town council] Of | 
Toombsboro passed an ordinance prohib- 
iting crowds from congregating on the 
streets after 9 o'clock at night. Sunday 
night Marshal Rickerson found a number 
of negroes standing On the corner Of one 
of the streets and ordered them to dis- 
perse. Instead of doing so the negroes 
pulled their pistols and began shooting 
at the marshal. He returned the fire, but 
retreated at the same time. Iater he 
secured help and endedvored to arrest 
the negroes. During the latter part of 
Sunday night and the early hours Mon- 
day morning many shots were fired, es- 
timated at one hundred, at the negroes, 
and by the negroes at the marsha] and 
his posse. Strange to say, however, none 
of the shots took effect. 

Monday night three of the negroes en- 
gaged in the shooting were arrested and 
Tuesday morning two more were caught. 
These were carried to Irwinton and 
placed in jail. They will be tried for as- 
sault with intent to murder.

That the money and installment men 
predominated in the little crowd that sur- 
rounded Bailiff Dean, who acted as auc- 
tioneer, was proved:-in the fact that the 
glances that were cast in the direction 
of the reporter were of the blackest kind. 
Apparently the money lenders were very 
much displeased with what has appeared 
in The Constitution regarding their meth- 
ods. Again and again as the reporter 
mixed with ‘the people it was easy to 
distinguish the money lenders by the 
muttering that announced the approach 
of the newspaper man. 

They were especially averse to the re- 
porter taking notes of the separate sales, 
together with the names of those to 
whom the sale was made and the price 
paid. As in some cases these prices 
were ridiculously low. This fact probably 
accounted for their ill-feeling in having 
the matter made public. 

Objected to the Camera. 

It was the same way with the matter 
of taking pictures. At first Bailiff Dean 
Ordered the photographer off the prem- 
ises. The photographer then started 
across the street and Bailiff Dean again 
called out to the property owners across 


the street not to let him place the cam- 
era on their property, 

The newspaper man then went to Jus- 
tice Shirley, who said: ‘You can take 
any pictures you want and you can get 
any of the records you want. This is a 
public sale and a matter for the public.” 


It was after this that the pictures were 
taken, 

Included in the sale were a couple of 
enlarged portraits. In one of these por- 
traits a smaller picture, apparently that 
of a little child, was stuck in one corner 
of the larger portrait: lt was evident 
that in the seizure of this property there 
had been no time wasted in leaving even 
the small photograph. When the portrait 
including the frame, was put up at auc- 
tion it failed to receive more than a 10- 
cent bid, su another portrait and fraine 
were lumped in and sold for 25 cents. 
One woman there was—and it may De 
that she was bidding on the portraits 
rather than the frame—made her littie 
bid, but th.s via was raised 


And so the auction sale went on—on to 
the bitter end.

ATTAUK MADE 
UN REPORTER 


George Hi Woodson Arrested for 
Assault on Const fution Man, 


Justice Shirley, in Whose Presence 
the Affair Occurred, Makes 
Statement That the Attack 
Was Unprovoked and 
Uncalled For. 


> 


Failing im his persistent efforts to pre+ 
vent newspaper men from securing a list 
of the goods which he pid in at the auc- 
tion sale of goods at Justice Shirley's 
court yesterday, George H. Woodson, 
manager of the Kentucky Furniture Com- 
pany at !1!14 Auburn avenuc, made an 
unprovoked attack upon a representative 
of The Constitution. 

As a result of this Woodson wil! be 
tried in police court this afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock. He was arrested by Officer 
Kilpatrick and given a copy of cnatges. 

At the time of the attack The Censti- 
tution man was talking with Justice 
Shirley in reference to a list of the mat- 
ter sold. Woodson approached, and, 
vithout any warning further than the 
statement, “God damn you, I am tired 
of your meddling in my business,”’ struck 
the reporter. Justice Shirley immediately 
placed him in charge of Bailiff Dean un- 
tli a city officer could reach the scene. 
While under arrest Woodscn used vio- 
lent and profane language, directing his 
tirade at The Constitution and its repre- 
sentative. It was necessary for Bailiff 
Dean to put a quietus to his language. 

Wocuson’s resurt to personal assault 
grew out of the efforts of The Constitu- 
uon, through its local department, to se- 
cure a list of the goods sold, the amount 
paid for them and the names of the per- 
sons against whom mortgages were fore- 
closed. The sale was a public one and 
any person who desired to do so was at 
liberty to attend and make any notes 
they might wish. There was no particu- 
lar effort to obtain a list of the gouds 
purchased by Woodson, but from the 
start the light of publicity appeared ob- 
noxious to him and he resented the fact 
that his doings at the court might be 
made public. 

HAS NOT BEEN MENTIONED 
IN LHE CONSTITUTION 

Woodson’s name has not appeared in 
The Constitution in connection witn the 
present grand jury investigation and 
Constitution reporters were not aware of 
his existence until, yesterday morning. 

‘“ahe incident occurred in this manner: 

A Constitution reporter was sent to 
Judge Shirley's court to secure a story 
of ine saie and a list of the goods soid 
and the prices brought. In the early 
morning ‘i:ne Constitucion’s photograpner 
had encountered aifficully im securing 
photographs, and Woodson had made 
strenuous objection when the photogra- 
phers assistant made some notes of 
Lreperty Woodson had bought. At | 
o'clock a reporter went to the scene with 
instructions to obtain the list and asx 
wovudson why he opjected to the pubii- 
cation of his purchases. lne reporter 
was told that i1 any Of the money sharks 
or installment furniture dealers became 
opstreperous or used violent language not 
io resent it, but.to let the matter take 
a jegai course. These instructions were 
given because of information to the ef- 
tect that there was 4 vioient sentiment 
among these people against The Consti- 
tution. . 

Yhe reporter saw Woodson and asked 
him about his objections to publicity. 
vwwoodson deciared it Was none of ‘The 
Constitution’s business and he didn’t 
want reporters pothering him. The re- 
porter faen proceeded tO secure the list 
as the sale occurred. 

In order to facilitate matters Judge 
Shirley was asked if he could furnish 
the list. This he consented to do. Jus 
as the reporter asked him what hour he 
would be at leisure Woodson approached 
and asked what was wanted. Before an 
answer could be made he delivered aim- 
self of the violent language quoted in 
the foregoing and, struc* the reporter in 
the face. Acting under explicit instruc- 
tions, the reporter \refrained from thrash- 
ing Woodson, and turned him over to ‘the 
officer. 

AN UNPROVOKED ATTACE, 
SAYS \JUSTICE SHIRLEY 

Judge Shirley says? 

“There was abgolutely "° Provocation 
for the attack. { The Constitution man 


not concern Woodson. The Constitution 
man conducted himself as a gentléman 
throughout, and at no time during the 
day did he cause disorder. I understood 
that he was there in the performance of 
his duty. The auction was open to the 
public, and any one had a right to take 
notes. It was none of Woodson’s busi- 
ness how many reporters were there. I 
don’t know what passed between the 
two men before the difficulty, but noth- 
ing was said at that time to justify 
Woodson to resort to personal assault."’ 

Bafliff Dean, another witness, sald: 

“I did not hear what passed between 
Woodson and The Constitution man at 
the time the attack was made. I saw 
the affair and there was nothing to pro- 
voke the attack. I think Woodson ob- 
jected to the reporter following him about 
the place. I heard him tell the reporter 
not to bother with his (Wogdson's) busi- 
ness.’’ 

In answer to questions Bailiff Dean 
GGRES a 

“The Constitution man had a p*rfect 
right to be present and take what notes 
he saw fit. Woodson had no right to 
enter any objection; it was the court’s 
business and was a public matter.’’ 


CONb..,LUTION MAN SAYS 
ATTACK WAS A SURPRISE 


The Constitution man makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 


_““Woodson's attack upon me was en- 
tirely ‘without provocation and was a 
great surprise to me. I had no idea he 
intended striking me. I went to the 
court with instruction to see Woodson 


| and find out why he objected to the pub- 


lication of the list of gooas he vuvught 
and to Question him in reference to a daif- 
feulty that occurred earlier in the day. 
« Was under positive instructions not to 
make a persona! matter of any indignity 
that might be offered. With difficulty I 
foliowea tnese instructions. 1 had seen 
‘voodson and he talked roughly and went 
to the portion of the grounds where 
g00ds Were being sold. { did not follow 
Woodson. We happened to be at the 
center of interest ai the same time. _[ 
saw that it would be betier to wait until 
after the sale and secure the list from 
Judge Snirley. With this end in view I 
approached the justice and asked him if 
he would furnish me with the list. He 
consented to do this. I then asked him 
if he would be ready for me at 4 o'clock 
and he replied that the hour would be 
convenient. At this juncture Woodson 
approached and asked: 

“What is this you want with the list 
of goods I have bought?’ 

“iL was still talking to Judge Shirley 
and not looking at Woodson, and before 
Judge Shirley could reply Woodson said: 

‘God damn you, I am tired of your 
meédaling in my business,’ and struck me. 
J was taken totally by surprise, but in- 
Stinctively dodged, and no greater dam- 


| age was done than the displacement of 


my eyeglasses. Remembering my in- 
structions, I turned Woodson over to the 
omicers and did not punish him person- 
ally. After his arrest he began a tirade 
against me and against The Constitution. 
He paid no heed to the presence of ladies 
and continued until Bailiff’ Dean made 
him shut up. 

“In police court this afternoon [ will 
show that his attack was cowardly and 
unprovoked.” 

George H. Woodson is the manager of 
the Kentucky Furniture Company, at No. 
'44 Auburn avenue. He carries on a gen. 
era] furniture business, selling on the 
installment plan as well as for cash. 

He is said to loan money in small 
amounts and does this in connection with 
his furniture business. 


Judge Bloodworth Talks. 


Justice Bloodworth when seen yesterday 
in reference to a case which has been 
given considerable publicity said: 

“Every case has two sides. The man 
Save the mortgage on the goods as his 
property.

Mr. Shedden Explains. 


R. F. Shedden, who spoge before the 
chamber of commerce: Tuesday in refer- 
ence to money lending cases in justice 
courts, has the following to gay: 

Editor Constitution: Will you kindly 
do me the favor in tomorrow morning's 
issue of The Constitution to correct the 
setence quoted in your heading of to- 
day’s article, referring to resolution 
passed by the chamber of commerce. 

In my remarks I referred to one or two 
peculiar transactions betweén negroes 
working for me and money lenders, and 
the way the matter was handled in the 
justice court. I used the expression that 
“the transactions were rotten,”’ and did 
not intend to let this expression refer 
to any or all of the justices. [ am sorry 
that I was misunderstood, ag the public 
well know that many of the gentlemen 
occupying these positions are fair-minded 
and upright citizens, and several of.them 
I consider my personal frends. The 
statement was broad and my strong point 
is, and has been, if the haw is wrong it 
should be changed, 

In one special case [I referred to I 
stated that I did not beHeyve it was right 
for the representative of the loan agent 
to accompany the bailiff to my office and 
arrest my porter. 

I have never known of any proved 
legal wrongdoing on the part of any jus- 
tice of the peace that I have ever dealt 
with, but in a number of cases the action 
of the bailiff, I think, warranted severe 
punishment and even dismissal and the 
ustice was morally bound not to over- 
ook the irregular’act even if the law did.

Negro Arrested There Sup- 
posed To Be Murderer of 
Officer Drasbach. 


John Harris, the negro murderer of Po- 
liceman Drasbach, is now supposed to 
be incarcerated in the police station In 
Chattanooga. 

The negro boarded a Western and At- 
lantic train at Cartersville, and it is 
Stated acted suspiciously. Brakeman H. 
C. Willlams telegraphed Chief of Police 
Hill, of Chattanooga, and the chicf met 
the train, placing the negro under arrest. 

The prisoner claims to be from Carters- 
ville, but it is said tells a confused story. 

The negro arrested yesterday murning 
in Anniston was not John Harris. It 
was reported to Chief of Police Bal] that 
a negro answering the description of 
Harris had been arrested on a south- 
bound train from Birmingham and he 
wired that the prisoner be held at Ar 
niston until officers could arrive. Among 
the. officers who went to Anniston was 
Patrolman Rosser, who knows Harris. 
and last night he telephoned Chief Ball 
that the wrong man was in custody. 

The following special received  iast 
night tells of the arrest of the suspect in 
Chattanooga: 

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Chief of Police Hill today arrested 
an alleged murderer of Patrolman Dras- 
bach, ot Atlanta. The negro came to the 
city from Cartersville, Ga Yesterday 
as the train from Cartersville paused’at 
the station at that piace a negro, who 
seemed nervaus and excited, entered, and 
through his behavior attracted the at- 
tention of Brakeman H. C. Williams, who 
kept an eye on hitn. 

On reaching the next station Williams 
telegraphed Chief Hil] te come to the 
depot. Reaching the station with a fresh 
description of the man wanted. the chief 
quickly took’ the negro into custody. His 
story is confused, and this is believed to 
he proof at least that something Is 
wrong with him. The brakeman wWas 
first attracted by the fact that the negra 
was evidently afraid of some one seeing 
him, as he sought vigorously to keep out 
of sight, and flinched nervously when any 
one looked at him, 

The negro admitted that he had been 
in Atlanta. however, and was siow and 
cautious in answering questions. Today 
the negro will be taken to Atlanta for 
better identification. The engineer on the 
train on. which the negro came to Chat- 
tanooga says he has seen the murderer 
several times before the crime, and that 
the right man is in the Chattanooga 
station.

CRY TEACHERS 


Stale Superintendents Enter 
Protest Against Plan for Nor- 
mal School 


DEFECTS OF SCHOOLS 
10 GE POINTED OUI 


One of the Main Objects of the Con- 
vention Was Carried Out Yes- 
terday with Decision To 
Issue Circular to the 
People. 


A resolution of protest against using the 
Peabody education fund for the establish- 
ment of a great southern normal school 
was yesterday adopted by the 
intendents of education of six 
southern’ states. 

This resolytion had already been sign- 
ed by: the superintendents of eleven 
southern states. but was renadopted by 
those now in session in Atlanta, all of 
whom had previously signed it. The 
consideration of such a resolution was not 
a part of the purpose of the convention 
now in session, but was taken up inci- 
dentally on account of the meeting of the 
Peabody trustees in New York today to 
consider the proposition of the great nor- 
mal school. 

One of the main objects of the conven- 
tion was carried out yesterday by the de- 
cision of the superintendents present to 
issue within the next month a circular 
to the people of the south, calling their 
attention to the defects and needs of the 
public schools of this section and the 
cures for the same. 

Defects in School System. 

A committee composed of Superintend- 
ent Mynders, of Tennessee; Superintend- 
ent Joyner, of North Carolina, and Su- 
perintendent Whitfield, of Mississippi, ‘was 
appointed to draft this circular, which 
will be submitted to al] the southern su- 
perintendéents before issuance. ._The out- 
line of the circular;’as drawn‘up, 18 4s” 
follows: 

Address to the People of the South.e 
Em phasizing— 

1. The present condition of education in 
the southern states. 

2. The needs of the public schools in 
these states: (a).. Better houses and 
grounds. (b) Better qualified and trained 
teachers better paid. (c) Better county 
supervision, with increased qualifications 
and compensation for county supcrintend- 
ents. (d) Longer terms for public schools. 
(e) Fewer and Larger Rural. Schools. (f) 
Correllation,.Systemization and Advance- 
rent of Course of Study in the Rural 
FPublic Schools. 

“2. Measures of Supplying These Needs. 
(a) More Money. (1!) By Economy vf 
Funds Now Avallable. (2) Increase of 
Funds by State, County and District Tax 
ation.

In 
the evening State Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation H. L. Whitfield, of Mississippi, 
who not long ago conducted a campaign 
ir. his state for local taxation, discussed 
such campaigns with the other members 
of the convention. The commissioners and 
superintendents present stated that they 
hed derived great benefit from the ®x- 
perience of Professor Whitfield.

tain elsewhere at perhaps less cost. 

“6 That the chief hope for supplying 
the second of these great needs of the 
rural schools of the south, more moncy, 
is to be found in the adoption of local 
taxation and that, therefore, we believe 
that a part of the Peabody fund or the 
income therefrom could be wisely used 
for the stimulation of local taxation in 
these southern states, and for the estab- 
lishment of graded schools in larger dis- 
tricts In rural communities, just as a part 
of the fund has heretofore been used So 
successfully in stimulating local taxa- 
tion in the towns and cities and in the es- 
tablishment of good graded schools in 
these stronger communities, 

“Knowing that your honorable board

FINE PROSPECT 
~ FOR THE TECH 


Enrollment for the Year 
Will Reach 500 Stu- 
dents, 


¢ 

The Georgia School of Technology has 
had the greatest opening this term that 
it has ever had, there being now enrolled 
483 students with the certainty that the 
number will pass the 500 mark within 
the next ten days. Ten states and one 
foreign country, Cuba, are represented. 

The trustees of the schoo] met in the 
president’s office yesterday at 2 o'clock. 
The regular routine of business was 
transacted, and the president’s report 
announced the school in splendid condi- 
tlon and made some important recom- 


mendations. The report included the fol- 
lowing information: The number of stu- 


dents who have reported for duty and en- 


trance for fall session to date is 483. 
Many others are expected during the next 
ten days. Of this number there will be 
as many as twenty-five who wiil pos- 
sibly fail to enter on account of iack of 
preparation for pursuing the studies of 
the subapprentice class. 

The number is far in excess of that 
for any preceding year in the history of 
he school, and the Tech will be sure 
v enroll over 500 students before Jan- 
uary,

It will thus be seen that every southern 
state is represented in the great technical 
school, which may be termed the techni- 
cal] university of the southern states. 

The president’s report stated that the 
following buildings are imperatively meed- 
ed as it is the intention of the institution 
to advance still further along this line: 

Mess hall, to cost $25,000; chemical] lab- 
Gratory, to cost $20,000: additional dor- 
mitory room, to cost $20,000. 

The reputation which the school has 
gained, not only in Georgia, but in every 
part of the country, speaks in glowing 
terms of the splendid work which is being 
done, and the preparation which it gives 
yearly to hundreds of young men. 

That students who come from other 
states which have established within 
their borders technical schools and agri- 
cultural colleges is a distinct compiiment 
to the splendid advantages offered at 
the Georgia Tech. 

It fs becoming the custom for manv- 
facturing establishments and engineering 
firms to apply direct to the president of 
the Technological school for capable 
young men for positions as engineers, 
experts, etc., and the demand is so great 
it cannot be supplied, and it is growing 
greater every year. 

Much ‘valuable additional equipment 
has been added to shops and textile de- 
partmentg during the past year, and the 
school, with its faculty of forty-two pro- 
fessors, foremen and instructors, is bet- 
ter prepared for good work todav than 
ever before in its history. 

The trustees inspected the uildings, 
grounds and apartments of the institu- 
tion and expressed themselves as being 
highly pleased with the splendid show- 
ing which the schoo] is making now at 
the beginning of its sixteenth year.

Bids for Leasing of Between 1,250 and 1,300 Lon 
Term Convicts Will Be Opened on Thursday, 
October 15. \ 


Bids for the leasing of between 1,256 
and 1,300 long term felony convicts will 
be opened @t the office of the prison 
commission on Thursday of next week, 
the I5th of October. 

From the bids already in and from the 
inquiries that have been made of, and 
the information that has been received 
by the commission, it is certain that ap- 
plications for not less than 2,500 will be 
made. / 

The demand is so clearly greater than 
the supply, and the value of such labor 
is so well understood that it is antici- 
pated the convicts will bring a:very much 
higher rate than ever before since the 


re me a a 


establishment of the lease system. While 
the probable figures can be nothing but 
guess work at this time, it is believed 
that the majority of the convicts will 
bring $200, or even more, a head, 
During the discussion of the lease Dill 
before the legislature there was an effort 
to do away entirely with the subleasing 
of the labor of the convicts, but that ef- 
fort failed. Had thag provision. been 
adopted, the probabilit? is there would 
have been very much less bidding and 
the figures would have been considerably 
lower, as under those conditions a lessee 
might find.a lot of labor on his hands 
that he could not use in the particular 
industry in which he was interested and 
would in consequence run a risk of heavy 
loss. The new law, in Tfespect to sub- 
leasing, stands just as the old law, the 
Original leSsee being permitted to sub- 
lease the labor of the convicts for which 
he has contracted with the State, the 
prison commission in every such instance 
being given supervision of the lease con- 
tract. Of course, the commission and 
its officers retain supervision of and con- 


they do when they are worked by the 
Original lessees. 
The Convicts for the Roads. 

Practically all of the five-year, able- 
bodied felony convicts eligible to lease 
to the counties for work upon the pub- 
lic roads have been applied for. The 
commission's eStimate of the five-year 
and under convicts which will be in its 
hands next year when this feature of 
the new law goes into effect is 758. Of 
this number, application for a total of 
680 has been made by those counties 
now operating misdemeanor camps. The 
difference between these two numbers 


/ Just so it is promptly secured and that 


it is adequate and proper—that is all the 
commission wil] require. These changes 
will operate to lessen the burden and 
cost, in some degree, upon the counties 
operating the convicts. The appointment 
of guards js placed virtually in the hands 
of the county authorities who are given 
the power to nominate these officers, the 
nominations to be approved by.the com- 
mission unless: good reason for their re- 
jection is shown. 
Treatment of the Convicts. 

The salient features of the rules, those 
bearing upOn the treatment of and pro- 
vision for the cofiVicts, are shown in the 
following extracts from the rules gov- 
erning the misdemeanor camps: 


Bédding—BPach bunk shall be furnisbed 
with One cotton tick of sufficient width 
and length for comfort, well filled with 
clean straw or excelsior, with blankets 
and other covering sufficient for comfort. 
Bed ticks must be emptied, washed and 
refilled with new straw or excelsior at 
least once every tWo months. Blankets 
must be washed every two months, and 
nti | thoroughly sunned or aired each 
week. 

Bathing—Sufficient facilities must be af- 
forded for bathing, and persons in charge 
must see that each convict bathes thor- 
oughly once each week, and has a com- 
plete change of clean clothing. They 
shall also furnish suitable facilities for 
Washing face and hands before each meal. 

Diet—The following diet, well cooked 
and served, must be furnished for each 
convict: Corn bread without stint; wheat 
bread without stint three meals each 
week; three-quarters of a pound of clear 
sides per day; one pound of fresh beef, 
mutton or pork twice each week; sirup or 
molasses three times per week; coffee, 
one cup for breakfast; salt, pepper and 
vinegar without stint; vegetables in sea- 
son three times each week. Bach con- 
vict who uses tobacco, which fact shall 
be ascertained when he is received in the 
gang, shall be furnished with at least 
three-quarters of a plug of good sound

To Make the Law a Success. 

An effort has been made in certain 
quarters to create the impression that 
the members of the prison commission 
would fai] to give their hearty support 
to this feature of the new law. Some 
such idea prevailed with some members 
of the conference commissioners and 
county attorneys which met in the Sen- 
ate chamber on Tuesday. It was prompt- 
ly dispelled, however, by Judge Turner, 
in his opening address to the «_nference 
and by the hearty cooperation of the 
commission as a whole in the work of 
preparing the rules and regulations to 
govern road camps and of paving the way 
for the successful inauguration of the 
new plan. 

Some of the county officials believed 
that the commission should relinquish all 
control over the felony convicts that go 
to the countfes, but they were soon shown 
that the law contemplates that the com- 
mission shall retain as complete control 
over these, so far as general regulation 
goes, as it exercises over the convicts 
in the hands of lessees. 

When it came to forumlating rules for 
the government of the county road 
camps, the commission's rules for the 
government of misdemeanor camps were 
taken as the basis, certain minor changes 
being made to fit the different conditions. 
The regulations of hours of labor, diet, 
clothing and punishment are exactly the 
same as the already established rules of 
the commission governing the misde- 
meanor camps, these in turn being model- 
ed as closely after the rules and regula- 
tions of the penitentiary camps proper 
as conditions will permit, 

In the rules for the road camps it is 
provided that instead of a permanent 
camp, as is required for the misdemeanor 
convicts, the county authorities shall 
erect suitable temporary buildings, these 
tO be approved by the prison authori- 
ties. This change is made necessary by 
the kind of work to which these convicts 
are to be put, the necessities of road 
building taking them to the different 
parts of the counties. For the same 
reason the county authorities will not 
be required to have one camp physician, 
but will be allowed to seclre medical at-

Clothing—Each convict must be kept 
supplied with at least two suits of uni- 
form cotton stripes in summer, and two 
suits of woolen stripes in winter, except 
that one coat at a time shall be con- 
sidered sufficient, and sufficient under- 
clothing from October | to May |. Gar- 
ments other than those worn at labor 
shall be provided for sleeping purposes. 
Shoes, hats and socks shall be furnished 
as needed. 

Hours of Labor—The hours of labor 
shall be from sunrise to sunset, with one 
hour for rest and dinner at noon during 
the months of November, December, 
January and February; one and one-half 
hours during March, April, September and 
October; and two hours during May, 
June, July and August. 

Sabbath—The Sabbath shall be strictly 
observed as a day of rest, and no convict 
shall be foreed, or permitted by their 
own consent or for wages, to work on 
that day. 

Separation of Races and Sexes—All fe- 
males must be effectually separated from 
male convicts, and separate sleeping 
quarters must be provided for whites and 
biacks. 

Sick—Ample preparations must be made 
for the care and treatment of the sick. 
and no sick convict shall be confined in 
the same apartment with the other con- 
victs, nor shall sick convicts wear chains 
unless absolutely necessary. 

Transportation and» Clothing—In all 
cases when a convict is discharged, he 
shall be furnished with one suit of citl- 
zen’s clothes of the value of $5. And in 
all cases where he is imprisoned in 4 
county, other than the one in which he 
was convicted, he shall upon discharge 
be furnished with transportation to the 
county seat of the county in which his 
conviction occurred, 


Improvement of Misdemeanor Camps 

The members of the commission believe 
that one of the best results which will 
follow the operation of the new law will 
be the material improvement in the con- 


ditions of the misdemeanor camps. 

As is well known, the greatest number 
of complaints against the Georgia penal 
system taken as a whole have grown out 
of the conduct of the misdemeanor camps 
over which the commission has had only 
nominal supervision. While the law gave 


to the commission authority to make rules 
and regulations for the government of 
the misdemeanor camps, the power to see 
to the enforcement of these rules has 
been by no means what the commission 
has desired. The legislature has been 
asked time and again to strengthen the 
hands of the commission in this particu- 
lar by. providing for the frequent inspec- 
tion of these misdemeanor camps by the 
officers of the penitentiary, but that Has 
not been done. 

Now, however, that felony convicts are 
to be worked with misdemeanor convicts 
and are to be kept in the same camps, the 
misdemeanor convicts will be directly 
under the eyes of the officers of the 
penitentiary since these will be required 
to make their regular inspections of tee 
felony convicts in the county camps just 
as they do of the convicts in the hands 
of the lessees. It is believed this will 
result in a general betterment of the 
conditions of the misdemeanor camps and 
elimination of all the causes of com- 
plaint against this branch of the penal 
system. 

Between now and the first of March 
there will be another conference between 
the commission and the county authori- 
ties with special reference to the point 
covered by the opinion givey by Atsorney 
General Hart concerning the separation, 
especially during the hours of rest, of 
the misdemeanor and felony convicts. 
This is the one matter left open for 
future decision. 

It is believed that all of the countté? 
which have put in application for con- 
victs will take them. This is certainly 
true of the larger counties. And it is 
also certainly true that the prison com- 
mission will continue to cooperate with 
the county authorities toward making the

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‘DOCTOR MURDER 


Physician Goes on Deadly Spree 
a Put, 


He Kills One: Policeman Outright 
and Fatally Wounds Another. 
Rice One of the City’s 
Most Prominent Phy- 
sicians. 


Pueblo, Colo., October 7.—While crazed 
from the influence of liquor, Dr. C. O. 
Rice, one of the most prominent physi- 
clans of the city and founder of Fair- 
mount hospital, shot and almost instantly 
killed Policeman Martz while the latter 
was trying to arrest him in a drug store 
tonight. 

The tragedy occurred after the fren- 
zied physician had driven every one from 
the store by flourishing his revolver and 
threatening to i Loany one who came 
within range. - emian Slater shortly 
afterwards accidéntally shot himself 
through the -pelvis while attempting to 
effect an entrance into the store. The 
wounded officer will probably die. 

For two hours the doctor held an énolp 
mous crowd at bay. Finally Detective 
Roubichaud and Assistant Fire Chief 
Campbell effected an entrance to the rear 
of the store, through the cellar, and suc- 
ceeded in overpowering the doctor before 
he could offer any resistance. It was 
found that he had disabled his revolver 
and that it hag been practically us¢less 
for some time, 

A patrol wagon was in readiness and 
the man was taken to the county jall by 
a circuitous route for fear that some at- 
tempt at violence might be made.

V. W. Duvall, of Hyatts- 
ville, Md.; H. D. Baker, of Washington, 
mail clerk; L. A, Stone, express messen- 
ger, of Pilot Mountain, N. C., and Jim 
Wright, colored, fireman of No. 29, oF 
Spenger, were slightly injured by being 
hurled against the side of the dar. 

Two white boys, 15 years of age, of 
Danville, who were beating the vestibulea 
On the first blind, were injured on the 
head, but escaped pefore a physician ar- 
rived, their names not being ascertained. 

There was intense excitement here at 
the report of the wreck that twenty-seven 
persons had been killed. The truth was 
not known until the rescue train return- 
ed at 9 o'clock. 

No. 29 was conifng at a rate of 25 
miles an hour. The material train nad 
not reached the siding, the engineer sent 
a flagman ahead to see if the track was 
clear, and the ftlagman reported all rigbi 
a few minutes before the collision oc- 
curred. The pilot of the vestibule was 
entirely destroyed, but there wag no ma- 
terial damage to cars or track.

Some Changed irom Prohibition to 
Saloons—Some for Dispensary, 
and Others for Prohibition. 
Recent Fight at Raleigh 
for Dispensary. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 7.—(Special.)— 
In a special interview today with J. W. 
Bailey, chairman of the state anti-saloon 
league, some valuable information Was 
gained regarding the liquor fight in North 
Carolina this year. The following towns 
have been carried by the anti-saloon 
league, some for absolute prohibition and 
some for dispensary: Wilson, dispensa- 
ry; Statesville, prohibition; Joldhill, pro- 
hibition: Benson, prohfottion; Elm City, 
dispensary; Wadesboro, pwohibition; Eliz- 
abeth City, prohibition; Raleigh, dispen- 
sary; Oxford, dispensary, Rutherfordton, 
prohibition; Hillsboro, prohibition. The 
jiquor men carried the following towns: 
Tarboro, which voted out dispensary and 
voted in saloons; Roxboro, defeated pro- 
hibition; Reidsville, defeated prohibition, 
Scotland Neck, defeated prohibition; Mor- 
ganton, defeated prohibition after twenty 
years of it. The following places are 
about to hold elections on the Nquor ques- 
tion: Weldon, Washington, Kinston, New- 
bern, Goldsboro, Durham, Salisbury, Hen- 
derson and Marion. So far no move has 
been made at Wilmington, Greensboro, 
Winston-Salem, Asheville and Charlotte. 

The saloon keepers in Raleigh are 4al- 
most dazed by the knockout they got in 
the dispensay election. The Wisest of 
them knew -what was coming and one 
man who had made a large fortune quit 
the business three months ago. Another 
yoted in favor of a dispensary and now 
the barkeepers are denouncing him and 
charging that he wants to be put in 
charge of the dispensary. 

The law in this state requires that the 
authorities of any county or town which 
vote for a dispensary shall place the man- 
agement thereof in the hands of three 
men who voted in favor of the dispen- 
sary, these three to be Known as com- 
missioners and to have power to choose 
the man in charge of the dispensary.

New York, Oetober 7.~The submarine 
torpedo boat Shark, during a tral at 
Greenport, L. I., today, rammed the tor- 
pedo boat Dahigren, which, with her crew 
of seven men, barely escaped sinking. 
Junior Lieutenant C. Nelson took the 
Shark out for trial and steamed out into 
the middle of the bay, making several 
quick dives. When she reached the oppo- 
site shore she headed back for a long 
spin under water. The boat poked her 
nose under the surface and dived down 
fifty-eight feet. It wag planned to run 
three and a half miles at the rate of six 
and a half miles an hour. Those on shore 
who tigured when she would rise were be- 
coming alarmed when she did not appear, 
when suddenly she arose less than twen- 
ty feet from the Dahlgren, which was ly- 
ing at the dock, 

Lieutenant Nelson signaled to reverse 
her engines, but her headway was too 
strong and she crashed into the port side 
of the Dahlgren, lying at the pier. Wa- 
ter immediately rushed into the Dahlgren 
and she settled alarmingly. 

The steam pump was set working and 
after half an hour's hard work got con- 
trol of the water. 

An examination showed that a hole 
about four feet long had been torn 
through the plates aft of the engine room. 
The only mark on the Shark was the tear- 
ing of the paint from her ram-like bow. 

Lieutenant Nelson said afterward that 
the strong ebb tide made the Shark mo- 
mentarily uncontrollable.

Washington, October 7.—Dispatches re- 
ceived by the state department from Min- 
ister Leishman indicate that he is still 
endeavoring to reach a settlergent with 
the Turkish government on matters in 
which the United States is interested, 
but no satisfactory arrangement has 
been reached.

Was Once a Thriving Town, but Now 
Almost Deserted. 

Augusta, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)— 
he town of Hamburg, 8S. C., is about to 
be literally wiped off of the map. tSate 
Agent McLaurin has just completed an 
inspection of the place with a view to 
reporting to the meeting of the land com- 
missioners on the [4th and at that time 
he will recommend that Such streets of 
the deserted village as are used as public 
roads and such as have the homes of 
residents frontiing on them be continued 
in the public use, but that all others, 
together with the town commons and 
public squares, be closed wp and sold as 
public lands. 

Before the building of railroads changed 
the current of commerce Hamburg, just 
across the Savannah river from Augusta, 
was a prosperous and thriving town, and 
enjoyed more of the river traffic from 
Savannah than Augusta. Many of Au- 
gusta’s large merchants had ware houses 
in Hamburg. It was the terminus of the 
old South Carolina railroad from Charles.

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WHITE TROUPS 


Interesting Report by Surgeon 
General of the Army 


Mortality Among the Negro Troops 
Much Greater Than Among the 
White—Increase of Alcohol- 
ism and of Venereal 
Disease. 


Washington, October 7.—An increase in 
the death rate for the army from 13.94 
per thousand in 1901 to 15.49 per 1,000 
in 1902 is shown in the annual report of 
Surgeon General R. M. O'Reilly for the 
fiscal year ending June 30. This increase 
is attributed to cholera, which caused 
3.54 deaths per 1,000. A sight improve- 
ment appears in the admission rate for 
disease and injury. 

Discussing other features of the health 
of the army Surgeon General O'Reilly's 
report says: 

“The enrollment of about 5,000 native 
Filipino scouts having added a new racial 
element to the army, it becomes a mat- 
ter of much interest to study the com- 
parative interests of the disease on them 
and on our white and colored troops. For 
the whole army at home and abroad 
during the year 1902 the white troops 
showed an admission rate of 706.33 per 
1.000 and a death rate of 14.40. The 
negro troops had 897.74 admissions and 
24.11 deaths per 1,000 and the Malay 
scouts 707.71 admissions per 1,000 and 
24.04 deaths. The white race, therefore, 
gave the lowest figures in sickness and 
much the lowest mortality. Tle black 
race led in both, although the Malay 
closely approached it in death rate. 
“The freedom of the Filipino from the 
vice of drunkenness is strikingly shown 


when we find that out of 5,000 men only 


three individuals were treated for a}co- 
holism in one year and that while white 
soldiers were admitted to sick report on 
account of thelr own conduct im the use 
of alcohol 24.28 per 1,000 and colored 
troops at the rate of 11.70 the Malay 
scouts showed the extremely small ad- 
mission rate of 0.62 per 1,000. 

‘The steadily increasing prevalence of 
venereal disease is the most discouraging 
feature in the sick report of the army. 
During 1901 13,000 admissions were from 
this cause alone, equivalent to a rate of 
160.94 per 1,000. Admissions to sick re- 
port from alcoholism in 1902 were slight- 
ly in excess of the number for !90!. The 
total number 830 cases equivalent to 
22.65 per 1,000 strength occurred. [It ts 
impossible not to attribute a large part 
of the steadily increasing venereal disease 
of the army to the loss of the canteen 
where the soldier, if he so desired, could 
get his beer throughout the month, but 
was not subjected to the temptations to 
intemperance and vice now attendant 
upon the expenditure of a full month’s 
pay at the low resorts infesting the out- 
skirts of our military reservations. 

“A slight diminution of insanity 0c- 
curred in the army during 1902. There 
were !38 new cases, equivalent to the 
admission rate of 1.7! per 1,000, which is 
almost identical with the rate for the 
decade 189! to 1900.’’

COPPER WAS A WEAK POINT 


Its Loss of More Than 3 Points at 
One Time Had a Decided Sym- 
pathetic Effect on the Gen- 
eral List. 


New York, October 7.—The stock mar- 
ket moved in a rather bewildered way to- 
day, but the dealings represented litti¢c 
more than a groping by professional 
traders to discern the sentiment of the 
real holders of stocks. The reduction in 
the Stee] dividend brought in some heavy 
selling orders, but they were all accepted 
at first by one house which was credited 
with acting for banking interests con- 
nected with the corporation. Support wus 
accorded the stock, especially the pre- 
ferred, during the rest of the day, and 
the personality of zhe brokers employed 
for this purpose caused a surmise that 
the market management of the stock 
had come back to hands that wefe en- 
trusted with the first flotation.
